Friends of Prince Joachim of 
Hohenzollern deny stories current in 
Berlin that his suicide at Potsdam 
Sunday was brought about by scan- 
dal. 

Prince Joachim is also reported to 
have been brooding over the ulti- 
mate fate of the former royal house 
and the criticism to which his father 
has been subjected in Germany. 

Py those close to the Hohenzol- 
lern family when it was in power in 
Berlin, Prince Joachim was said to 
have been the favorite son of the 
former German Empress, and fears 
are cxpressed that the news of his 
suicide may have a serious effect on 
her, as she recently suffered an 
acute recurrence of her heart 
trouble. 

Brother Refuses Statement. 

Prince Eitel, questioned on the 
motive for his brother’s suicide, de- 
clined to make any statement, re- 
ferring the correspondent to the offi- 
cial announcement that Joachim 
was suffering from a “fit of exces- 
sive dementia.’’ 

The body was transferred to Pots- 
dam C@hapel this morcing. Prince 
Joachim was the least talented of 
the Emperor's sons. 

The whereabouts of Prince Adel- 
bert, Prince August William and 
Prince Oscar are unknown, The 
former Crown Princess is reported 
staying on Rugen Island. 

Prince Joachim was born Dec. 17, 
1890, in Berlin. He served in the 
late war on both the western and 
eastern fronts. In the first year of 
the war he was wounded in the 
fighting tn France, and for a long 
time it- was feared he would not re- 
cover. When he did recover he was 
transferred to the Russian front, 
where he had several narrow escapes 
from capture and afterwards a seri- 
ous illness. 

After the defeat of the Germans 
there were rumors that Emperor 
William would abdicate in favor of 
Joachim. 

Joachim was married in 1916 to 
Princess Marie Augustine of Anhalt 
who then was just 17 years old. A 
dispatch from Paris early in the 
present year said Joachim had 
brought suit for divorce.
